The meeting was called to order by Enid Pinkney at 6pm. 

I. Approval of the Minutes: 

A motion to approve the minutes of June 16, 1999 was made by Richard Heisenbottle , seconded by Bill 
Murphy, passed. 

II. Treasurer’s Report: 

Bill Murphy presented the DHT 1998-1999 Budget Report 7/1/98 through 6/30/99, and the DHT 1999- 
2000 Proposed Budget 7/1/98 through 6/30/2000. 

A motion to accept the 1998-1999 Budget Report and the DHT 1999-2000 Proposed Budget was made 
by Richard Heisenbottle, seconded by Jeanette Poole, passed. 

Bill Murphy discussed and requested that we change from our current auditor Morrison Brown to Fritz 
Grant. Grant, a CPA in Lauderhill. Currently we are paying $6,500 and the new firm will be charging 
$2,500 for the same services. 

A motion to change from our current auditor to Fritz Grant was made by Richard Heisenbottle, 
seconded by Neil Robertson, passed. 

Jane Caporelli asked if there was any responsibility on the part of the city to maintain equipment, i.e. the 
air conditioner. Bill Murphy said he would look into this. 

III. Executive Directors Report: Becky Matkov 

A. Miami’s Historic Neighborhoods Book: 

Becky asked for Board assistance in selling profiles for the book. 

The Deering Estate offered the use of the property’ to DHT on March 18*, 2000. The Board discussed 
the possibility of using this as a “Kickoff Event” for Dade Heritage Days with a focus on the 
presentation of the Historic Neighborhoods Book. 

B. Preservation Today Fall 1999 - Preservation Today- The theme “ Dollars and Sense of 
Restoration”. Becky strongly encouraged the Board to sell ads for the upcoming Preservation Today

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C. Newsletter: 

Dolly MacIntyre offered to work on this project and requested Board input and participation. Richard 
Heisenbottle suggested that we need a staff person to undertake the responsibility of this project.

E. State grant proposal deadline August 31^- 

Becky Matkov is working on this grant with the focus on “Women in Miami’s History”, with 
prospective seminars and workshops. Jeanette Poole, Ruth Jacobs, and DoUy MacIntyre will work with 
Becky on this project. 

IV. Presidents Report- Enid Pinkney - 

Enid reported that she was involved in a video produced for Television by CNN about “Remberances 
About Virginia Key.” She will be talking with A1 Ruder. 

V. Committee Reports: 

A. Miami Circle: Gary Held- 

The fundraiser that was scheduled for July 30* has been canceled. There is a possibility that the area 
restaurants that had committed to the event will host more intimate dinners often. 

There was a general discussion regarding the legal status regarding the Circle. The consensus of the 
Board was that, as an organization, DHT should exhaust all efforts with advocacy and negotiations 
before entering into litigation. 

There will be a meeting on July 28*, at 4100 N.E. 2"“ Ave. Suite 304, 8:30 am at the Backus Turner 
International for the committee to get together and come up with a new approach. 

B. “Building Bridges Fundraiser”-Luis Ajamil-Report given by B. Matkov- 

Govemor Jeb Bush will not be able to attend the event. Becky is to contact Luis Ajamil to discuss with 
him if he is still willing to chair the fundraiser, otherwise we need to immediately find another Chair or 
co-chairs. DoUy MacIntyre suggested that the committee meet to come up with a Chair. 

C. City Cemetery and Public Relations- Penny Lambeth 

Penny was not available to report on the progress of the Cemetery project or regarding her recent trip 
to Washington D.C. 

D. Projects- Richard Heisenbottle-

Neil Robertson suggested that the Knight Foundation is a possible source for an educational grant, and 
asked Becky to look into this.

Bobby Maduro Stadium Presentation 

Bill Brown, Head of Archives and Special Collections at the University of Miami, came to update us on the 
status of this 50-year-old baseball facility located in the Allapatah section of the City of Miami. Mr. Brown, 
Rolando Llanes (previously with UM School of Architecture) and John Graham (filmmaker) are considering 
a one-hour documentary to explore the stadium’s cultural and historical role in our community beyond a 
wide variety of sports events. They are looking to partner with appropriate organizations and to find a 
“home’ for funds they may raise for the documentary project (budget: $50-$60 M). 

The City has recently sold the property to private individuals to develop into low-cost housing and this may 
not work out. There are others considering a quasi-sports oriented complex, a baseball complex for 
Caribbean based teams or a small business facility like Camden Yards. 

Thom suggested pursuing a National Trust Critical Issues Grant which he will follow up on for them. This 
would be to study adaptive re-use of the property. 

The Executive Committee will discuss this and make a proposal to the Board.

Futthcr examlMtion revealed that this 
site, where the River meets the Bay, was utilized by the prehistoric Tequesta civiii^tion 2000 
years ago. Since the site’s discovery, the citizens and elected pfBcitds of Miami-Dade County 
liave come together to ensure preservation of the Circle. Prayer yi^ls, rallies, and petitions for 
tlie Circle are frequent and passionate, and tl^e.|esidcnts of NUami,;a city vdiich only recently 
celebrated its 100th birthday, are fighting for ^e conservation wid study of a culture that 
preceded them by two millenniums. „ 

I am eager to see the Park Service look into the feasibility of including the 2.7 acre Miami Circle 
site in Biscayne National Park. This is not only an appropriate addition, but will also lend greater 
continuity to the Park’s existing archaeological resources. Since 1980, Biscayne National Park 
has stretched fiom Biscayne Bay near Miami to the northernmost Florida Keys, covering 180,000 
acres, 95 percent of which is water. The Park is already home tO;Over one hundred known 
archeological sites, the majority of which are submerge^ as well as ten historic structures. 
Among those archaeological areas are several smaller, "satellite" Tequesta sites, which may have 
served as hunting or fishing camps for the ancient culture. Protection of the Miami Circle within 
the boundaries of the Park, in conjunction with these other camps, would allow for 
comprehensive site comparison, investigation and study. We must take seriously our 
responsibility as guardians of this cultural landmark and recognize that only through conservation 
and analysis will we be able to fully grasp the magnitude of this discovery. 


Introduction for Bob Carr, Miami Circle Project Director for Miami-Dade County Division 
of Historic Preservation 

I am pleased that Bob Carr is able to join us today. Mr. Carr is the former Director of Miami 
Dade County’s Division of Historic Preservation and served in that capacity at the time of the 
discovery of the Circle. He is now the Executive Director of the Archaeological and Historical 
Conservancy, and is acting as the Project Director for the county’s continuing excavation and 
exploration oftlie Miami Circle site. I feel confident that Bob is the right person to share with us 
an "on site’’ archaeologist’s perspective and a sense of the South Florida community’s support for 
saving the Circle.

1.: Freedom Tower: 


South Florida has had a long standing love affair with the Mediterranean style of 
architecture. This is best represented in the 1925, grand tower designed by Schultz & 
Weaver of N.Y.C., as the home of the Miami Daily News. After the downfall and 
eventual closing of the Miami Daily News, the tower sat vacant for many years. The 
Cuban wave of immigrants in the early sixties began to bring over 320 000 new 
inhabitants to the area. The old tower was re-opened as a U.S. government refugee 
processing and placement center. Thousands of new Miamians walked through the 
opulent archways and under the richly carved and painted ceilings of the tower - now 
known as the Freedom Tower - Miami’s version of Ellis Island. 

The Freedom Tower had fulfilled its latest task by the early 70’s, and was closed once 
again. The grand lady sat derelict and dark - many of its elegant ironwork and windows, 
removed or destroyed. 

A new owner in the early 1980’s, a plan to convert it into a party and event center, along 
with a multi-million dollar renovation made the tower listen on the Miami skyline once 
again. Financial troubles plagued the project, and again its doors were shut, and its future 
uncertain. 

In early 1997, Dade Heritage Trust, began an aggressive plan to acquire and restore the 
Freedom tower through a series of public and private funds. The State of Florida listed 
the Freedom Tower as the number one priority on the endangered list of historic 
properties in the state. 

Jorge Mas Canosa, a Cuban American Businessman and community leader stepped in 
and purchased the Tower, and announced a plan to restore the tower, and create a 
permanent museum exhibit. Mr. Mas Canosa did not live to make this project a reality - 
his family announced over two years ago their intentions to fulfill their fathers dreams 
for the Freedom Tower. 

To date, the building deteriorates - windowless and stripped of most of its decorative 
elements and its dignity. This is a sad way to celebrate our past and educate individuals 
about our community. Where is the pride of our heritage? 


2.: The Miami Circle: 


As many as two thousands years ago. on the mouth of the Miami River, the Native 
American tribe known as the Tequesta built a ceremonial temple or council house. 
Around that structure and others like it. the Tequesta settlement thrived encompassing a 
large area of what today is downtown Miami. 

We know this, because in September 1998, archeologists made an incredible discovery in 
limestone bedrock. They discovered, what is now known as the Miami Circle, a 
prehistorical circle 38 feet in diameter. The circle had numerous postholes and an eye 
was carved in its eastern point. Particularly curious, were the remains of a six-foot shark 
as well as two basaltic stone axes not indigenous to Florida, but deliberately buried in the 
circle. These clues point to the remains of a Tequesta building of great importance. 

The Miami Circle may be one of the most important Native American archeological 
discoveries in South Florida and perhaps North America. As such, the site has to be 


preserved for future generations. Items of historical significance are monuments to our 
forefathers and legacies to our children. 


12.: Victor Hotel - 1144 Ocean Drive 

Constructed in 1937 and designed by prominent Art-Deco Architect L. Murry Dixon, 
the Victor Hotel is a designated contributing structure located within the Ocean 
Drive/Collins Avenue Local Historic District in the City of Miami Beach. In addition to 
being an icon on Ocean Drive, the Victor Hotel is one of the finest large scale Art-Deco 
era hotels in Miami Beach and is highlighted by a prominent southeast comer plane 
rising vertically above the roof and counterbalanced by strong bands of horizontal 
windows, especially on the principal facade. 

The Victor Hotel has, unfortunately, been vacant for a number of years and yet still 
has retained a reasonable degree of architectural integrity in terms of exterior 
elevations. 

The non-public interior area of the subject strucmre, however, has been 
gutted down to the bare concrete columns, beams, floor slabs, and concrete block 
(exterior) walls, leaving many or most of the original significant interior design features 
largely intact in the public interior spaces, including the lobby, grand mezzanine and 
the ballroom. 

If something isn’t done now, the sea-blown rain and salt air will continue entering the 
building periodically and effect the architecturally significant and sensitive lobby area, 
further threatening the original Earl LePan mural and remaining decorative details.
